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(57) Abstract: A process for the separation of volatile material from 
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sufficiently high to cause the particles to become agglomerated, and/or 
maintaining the polymer at a temperature in this range in the purge ves- 
sel, (c) feeding gas to the purge vessel counter-current to the movement 
of the particulate polymer to remove volatile material therefrom, (d) 
removing the particulate polymer from the purge vessel, wherein sub- 
stantially all of the heating of the particles which occurs in the purge 
vessel is accomplished by preheating the gas fed into the purge vessel. 
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
